REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Including  report  of  School  Building  Committee,  report  of  Prin- 
cipal of  High  School,  report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High  School,  Fi- 
nancial Statement. 


So  many  changes' and  events  have  occurred  during  the  past  school 
year  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  touch  on  all  of  them  in  this,  my 
first  annual  report.  I  wish,  however,  to  speak  of  some  of  the  most 
important  phases  and  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  some  of 
the  plans  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  arriving  in  Rangeley  the  first  of  July  to  take  up  my  duties,  I 
found  it  necessary  to  secure  a  number  of  new  teachers,  as  only  two 
of  last  year's  corps  were  planning  to  return.  As  the  selection  of 
teachers  is  by  far  the  most  important  duty  of  any  school  superintend- 
ent, I  immediately  turned  my  energies  in  that  direction,  with  the  re- 
sult that  when  school  opened  September  18,  the  following  teachers 
were  in  charge  of  their  respective  rooms:

This  is  a  most  unsatisfactory  condition  and  the  most  strenuous  efforts 
should  be  made  to  retain  at  least  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  teaching 
force  from  year  to  year.    With  almost  no  first  hand  experience,  tra- 
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ditions,  or  records  to  build  on,  there  were  many  obstacles  to  overcome 
before  the  system  could  work  smoothly.  The  teachers  deserve  great 
credit  for  the  progress  made  thus  far,  and  while  we  believe  that  we 
have  a  school  system  that  Rangeley  or  any  other  town  might  well  be 
proud  of,  we  believe  that  the  system  will  be  improved  and  the  stand- 
ard set  still  higher  during  the  coining  year. 

Of  the  changes  made :  The  most  important  has  been  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Junior  High  school,  with  an  extra  teacher  and  a  class- 
room allowing  for  departmental  work.  (See  Principal's  report.)  The 
third  and  fourth  grade  room  was  divided  by  a  screen  and  a  trained 
teacher,  with  an  assistant,  was  placed  in  charge  of  this  room  as  one 
teacher  could  not  handle  effectively  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  com- 
bined grades.  The  length  of  the  school  year  in  the  Quimby  school 
has  been  increased  from  thirty  to  thirty-six  weeks,  and  now  all  schools 
in  the  town  of  Rangeley  have  the  same  length  of  school  year. 

Hot  lunches  are  provided  in  all  the  schools  of  the  town,  but  a 
large  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  the  village  fail  to  take  advantage  of 
this  privilege.  This  may  be  because  the  work  has  to  be  done  by  pupils 
and  teachers  in  addition  to  their  regular  wrork,  and  time  is  not  avail- 
able to  prepare  elaborate  dishes.  It  is  hoped  that  a  plan  will  be 
worked  out  to  have  the  food  prepared  outside  and  brought  to  the 
school  at  noon,  thus  providing  an  adequate  lunch  without  interfering 
with  the  regular  duties  of  the  pupils  or  teachers  in  charge.  I  firmly 
believe  that  if  the  parents  in  general  appreciated  the  value  of  a  hot 
lunch  at  noon,  that  they  would  cooperate  more  actively  in  this  impor- 
tant part  of  the  diet  of  the  school  child  who  can  not  go  home  during 
the  noon  hour. 

During  the  first  term  all  the  pupils  were  examined  by  the  school 
physician,  and  later  the  county  nurse  spent  about  a  week  in  the  school 
inquiring  into  the  health  of  the  pupils.  Both  the  school  physician  and 
county  nurse  found  some  defects,  the  parents  were  notified  and  in 
most  cases  the  defects  have  been  rectified  by  a  physician,  dentist  or 
oculist. 

Within  the  past  week  the  school  department  has  gratefully  ac- 
cepted an  offer  by  Dr.  C.  S.  Stuart  to  examine  the  teeth  of  all  the  pu- 
pils in  our  schools,  without  charge,  and  to  make  the  necessary  reports 
of  conditions  found  to  parents  and  the  superintendent.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  so  that  this  examination  will  be  commenced  at  once, 
but  unfortunately  the  examination  can  not  be  completed  and  results 
tabulated  in  time  to  be  shown  in  this  report. 
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Until  within  the  last  few  years  the  measurement  of  school  chil- 
dren has  been  based  upon  tradition,  personal  opinion  and  memory. 
Within  a  comparatively  short  time  educational  experts  have  devised 
standards  in  the  different  school  subjects  by  which  it  is  possible  to 
measure  the  progress  of  pupils  and  classes  with  the  Ideal,  and  with 
other  pupils  and  classes  with  a  high  degree  of  accuracy.  Many  super- 
intendents in  this  and  other  states  print  in  their  annual  reports  the 
results  of  these  tests  in  their  schools.  So  it  is  possible  to  compare  one 
school  system  with  another  when  the  same  tests  have  been  given  in 
both  schools  and  corrected  by  the  same  standard.  It  is  planned  to  use 
these  tests  in  our  own  schools  during  the  coming  year  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  they  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  helping  us  to  find  both 
the  strong  and  weak  points  in  our  system. 

The  attendance  of  pupils  is  a  matter  that  will  receive  even  more 
serious  attention  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  There  are  altogether 
too  many  uncalled  for  absences  on  the  part  of  some  pupils.  The  laws 
of  the  State  of  Maine  are  very  explicit  regarding  attendance,  sickness 
and  emergency  being  the  only  excuse  tolerated.  Also  as  our  State 
fund  is  partially  allotted  on  the  aggregate  attendance  of  the  preceding 
school  year,  the  more  perfect  the  attendance  the  greater  our  State  Aid 
so  there  is  a  financial  gain  as  well  as  more  efficient  results  to  be  se- 
cured by  better  attendance.  Some  of  our  pupils,  however,  have  made 
excellent  records,  and  the  following  pupils  have  not  been  absent  dur- 
ing the  past  half  year :

The  Quimby  school  had  an  average  attendance  of  99.33%  with- 
out a  single  case  of  tardiness.  This  is  the  best  record  I  have  ever  seen 
or  heard  of  in  any  school,  and  when  one  considers  that  the  average 
distance  that  each  pupil  had  to  walk  was  over  a  mile  and  no  convey- 
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ance  furnished  the  first  fourteen  weeks,  the  record  is  even  more  note- 
worthy. 

Some  of  the  people  have  lamented  the  fact  that  we  have  no  su- 
pervisor of  music  this  year.  Owing  to  the  congestion  of  the  grades 
it  was  found  necessary  to  add  two  teachers.  With  this  added  ex- 
pense it  was  found  impossible  to  have  a  supervisor  of  music  and  still 
stay  within  the  bounds  of  the  appropriation.  However,  the  amount 
necessary  for  music  is  included  in  the  budget  which  is  to  be  presented 
to  the  voters  at  this  annual  town  meeting.

Regular  meetings  are  held  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month 
from  October  to  May  inclusive. 

The  purpose  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  as  stated  by  the 
constitution  is  as  follows  :  "  Its  object  is  to  bring  into  closer  relations 
the  home  and  the  school  that  parent  and  teacher  may  cooperate  intel- 
ligently in  the  education  of  the  child." 

Every  one  interested  in  the  above  purpose  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend. 

Several  conditions  have  conspired  to  cause  the  expenses  of  our 
schools  to  be  greater,  all  of  which  are  beyond  our  control.  First  un- 
der the  new  law  by  which  the  State  Aid  is  alloted  we  receive  about 
$750.00  less  a  year  than  formerly.  For  example  our  State  Aid  last 
year  (1921)  compares  with  that  of  this  year  (1922)  as  shown  below:

Secondly,  it  has  been  found  imperative  to  add  two  more  teachers 
to  the  list  in  our  common  schools,  making  an  average  of  one  teacher 
to  every  thirty  pupils  at  the  present  time.  Owing  to  the  coal  strike 
and  resultant  coal  shortage,  our  last  coal  cost  us  $16.25  a  ton,  which 
price  has  increased  our  fuel  bill.

There  is  a  sentiment  among  some  of  the  people  in  favor  of  adding 
a  special  course  to  the  High  school  curriculum.  This  sentiment  is 
heartily  endorsed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  recommended 
by  the  Superintending  School  Committee.  For  these  reasons  there  is 
an  article  in  the  warrant  to  that  effect  so  that  it  may  receive  the  con- 
sideration of  the  voters.  By  turning  the  superintendent's  office  into  a 
classroom  it  would  be  possible  to  take  care  of  a  commercial  course 
without  great  difficulty.  A  commercial  course  should  appeal  strongly 
to  that  large  per  cent,  of  students  who  do  not  intend  to  go  to  college 
and  would  tend  to  keep  in  our  school  many  of  those  who  now  drop  out 
because  they  cannot  appreciate  the  value  of  a  cultural  High  school 
course.

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintending  School  Committee  for  their 
advice  and  assistance,  and  their  willingness  to  devote  their  time  and 
efforts  to  school  business  even  at  the  expense  of  their  own  interests; 
the  town  officials  for  their  unfailing  courtesy;  and  the  former  super- 
intendent, Mrs.  H.  N.  Fenderson.  for  her  kindness  in  helping  me  in 
some  matters  that  remained  over  from  her  superintendency. 

If  there  is  anything  about  this  report  that  any  of  the  citizens  do 
not  understand,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  explain  it  to  them  individually 
at  my  office  or  collectively  at  the  annual  town  meeting.

Report  of  Building  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rangeley: 

As  the  superintendent  is  by  law  secretary  ex-officio  of  any  school 
building  committee  chosen  by  the  town,  I  am  submitting  the  report  of 
the  School  Building  Committee  chosen  at  the  last  annual  meeting, 
although  all  meetings  were  held  prior  to  my  arrival  in  Rangeley. 

Several  meetings  were  held  by  this  committee.  At  the  first  meet- 
ing Mr.  Taylor  of  the  State  Educational  Department  was  present  and 
made  suggestions  for  an  addition  to  the  present  building  and  discussed 
the  advisability  of  a  new  building.  It  was  voted  to  ask  Bunker  & 
Savage,  architects,  of  Augusta,  to  draw  up  a  tentative  sketch  for 
approval. 

At  the  second  meeting  the  tentative  sketch  of  the  proposed  addi- 
tion as  well  as  blueprints  of  the  new  Stratton  High  School  were  sub- 
mitted by  Bunker  &  Savage. 

At  this  and  later  meetings  these  plans  were  carefully  considered 
by  the  committee  and  it  was,  and  is,  their  opinion  that  a  new  building 
would  meet  the  needs  of  the  school  and  town  better  than  an  addition 
to  the  present  building. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  present 
superintendent,  the  room  formerly  used  as  a  chemical  laboratory  was 
made  over  into  a  classroom  and  a  room  partitioned  off  in  the  basement 
to  be  used  for  laboratory  purposes. 

Also  the  third  and  fourth  grade  room  was  divided  diagonally  by  a 
curtain  and  provision  made  for  two  teachers  in  this  room. 

These  make-shifts  have  served  to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the 
High  school  and  grades  for  this  year  and  will  probably  serve,  although 
not  so  satisfactorily,  for  the  ensuing  year.  But  with  the  possibility 
of  a  Freshman  class  entering  High  school  a  year  from  next  fall  that 
will  be  almost  if  not  fully  as  large  as  the  total  of  the  present  Sopho- 
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more,  Junior  and  Senior  classes,  it  seems  that  this  condition  will  have 
to  be  met  by  something  more  than  a  make-shift.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 


Rangeley,  Maine,  February  10,  1923. 

To  the  Superintendent,  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens 
of  Rangeley: 

My  report  for  the  school  year  1922-1923  for  Rangeley  High 
School  is  hereby  submitted. 

The  largest  enrollment  that  we  have  had  for  any  period  was 
sixty,  not  including  four  students  who  did  not  attend  school  for  ten 
days  which  is  the  State  requirement  for  a  registered  student.  Besides 
these  four,  five  others  have  left,  one  boy  whose  family  moved  out  of 
town ;  two  boys,  before  they  had  attended  one  month,  and  two  others, 
who  went  to  work  before  they  had  attended  six  weeks.  Only  one 
left  after  school  had  been  in  session  more  than  six  weeks.  The  aver- 
age attendance  for  the  first  term  was  90.1%,  for  the  second  term  so 
far  96.6%.  Eighteen  pupils  have  had  a  perfect  attendance ;  seventeen 
others  have  been  absent  less  than  two  days. 

Those  who  have  had  perfect  attendance  for  the  past  half  year  are 
as  follows :  Eva  Armburg,  Florence  Burrill,  Mildred  Dunham,  Mil- 
ford  Dunham,  Myrtelle  Harnden,  Robert  Johnson,  Clarence  Lamb, 
Albert  Loomis,  Alhedar  Mitchell,  Clarence  Moore.  Beatrice  Nile, 
Doris  Nile,  Glendon  Steward,  Gladys  Steward,  Gordon  Ross,  lone 
Spencer,  Evelyn  Taylor,  Hazel  Tibbetts. 

The  school  offers  two  courses,  the  English  and  the  Latin.  The 
large  number  of  students  who  fail  to  complete  the  High  school  course 
indicates  that  a  third  course  should  be  added  to  the  curriculum.  If  a 
commercial  course,  manual  training,  domestic  science,  or  a  combina- 
tion of  the  last  two,  were  added,  the  number  of  students  who  graduate 
would  be  greatly  augmented.  Such  an  addition  would  greatly  benefit 
those  students  who  are  unable  to  attend  some  higher  institution. 

The  number  of  points  necessary  for  graduation,  by  a  vote  of  the 
school  committee,  has  been  decided  upon  as  sixteen.  We  have  found 
great  difficulty  this  year  in  properly  classifying  students  because 
many  have  failed  courses  which  have  never  been  repeated.  Many 
who  have  attended  the  High  school  for  four  years  and  who  should  be 
Seniors  lack  from  one  to  eight  credits.    The  majority  of  these,  how- 
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ever,  I  consider  too  young  to  be  graduated  from  High  school,  which 
indicates,  too,  that  their  preparation  has  been,  oft  times,  hasty  and 
insufficient.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  perhaps  worthy  of  remark  that 
our  Honor  Roll,  which  includes  the  names  of  those  who  have  attained 
an  excellent  grade  in  four  subjects,  includes  8%  of  the  students  regis- 
tered, and  this  compares  favorably  with  Bangor  High  and  other  large 
schools. 

The  school  was  handicapped  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  by  being 
heavily  in  debt,  different  organizations  and  classes  owing  about  $200. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  get  out  a  school  paper  this  year, 
but  last  year's  issue  left  us  a  debt  of  $75,  and  these  responsibilities 
must  first  be  discharged.  The  balance  of  the  debt  was  largely  in- 
curred by  the  Athletic  Association.  This  year  the  school  committee 
has  decided  that  the  school  would  not  be  responsible  for  debts  con- 
tracted by  students,  unless  first  approved  by  the  principal  in  writing. 
Some  money  has  been  raised  for  the  Athletic  Association  by  popular 
subscription.  This  is  to  be  used  for  hiring  a  hall  for  basketball  prac- 
tice. Since  this  and  other  competitive  sports  are  part  of  the  program 
for  physical  training  outlined  by  the  State  and  required  of  all  High 
schools,  some  other  means  should  be  taken  to  raise  this  money. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Rangeley  for  the  inter- 
est they  have  taken  in  the  school.  We  have  had  fifty  visitors,  besides 
two  members  of  the  school  committee  and  the  superintendent.

Report  of  Principal  of  Junior  High 


Rangeley,  Maine,  February  10,  1923. 

To  the  Citizens,  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Rangeley 
Schools: 

In  submitting  the  report  of  Junior  High  I  wish  to  say  the  plan 
for  Rangeley  Junior  High  is  practically  the  same  as  the  ones  carried 
out  in  other  towns  and  cities  of  Maine. 

The  boys  and  girls  in  the  so-called  Division  One  will  constitute 
the  graduating  class  in  June.  Division  Two  will  take  one  more  year 
to  complete  the  Junior  High  course.  The  work  for  Division  One  is  a 
little  hard  this  year  owing  to  a  somewhat  lowered  standard  of  grading 
in  the  past,  but  no  more  so  than  that  done  in  corresponding  classes 
elsewhere. 

Division  One  has  7  boys  and  11  girls  enrolled.  Two  has  17  boys 
and  15  girls  registered,  making  a  total  of  50  in  the  school.  Fifteen 
pupils  have  maintained  a  perfect  attendance  for  first  half  of  year.

Nile. 

Will  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  insisting  their  boys  and  girls  be  in  school  unless  ill.  In  nearly 
every  case  of  absence  the  parent  has  notified  the  principal  at  once, 
This  is  one  of  the  important  factors  in  keeping  up  a  boy's  or  girl's 
interest  in  his  or  her  school  work.  In  almost  every  case  of  unsatis- 
factory work  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  it  can  be  traced  to  haphazard 
attendance. 

We  are  handicapped  in  not  having  a  recitation  room  sufficiently 
large  to  accommodate  our  largest  classes. 
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We  have  had  thirty  visitors  thus  far  and  this  is  indeed  a  much 
appreciated  interest  in  our  school.  Visitors,  please  come  again  and 
bring  someone  with  you.
